Commands, and with a view to render the 
Practice of the Honorable Company's Troops 
femilar to that of His Majeſty's, has directed 
printed Copies of both to be circulated to all 
the Corps ſerving en the Coaſt of Coromandel, 
that the Regiments and Battalions compoſing 
the Army under his Orders, may be hence- 
forth inſtructed in all their Exerciſes and 
Movements

Movements agreeable to the ſame Plan, aud 
enabled to act in Concert with each other, 
according to one regular Syſtem; the only 
Means of rendering their Evolutions uniform 
and applicable to the extenſive Operations in 
War. 5 ; 
From the fulleſt Confidence, that all the 
Corps will diſtinguiſh themſelves by a ftrict 
Attention to theſe Orders, Sir Archibald 
Campbell looks forward with Satitfaction, 
and truſts from the Zealous Exertions of the 
Officers, that Diſcipline will be carried to a 
Degree of Perfection in the Carnatic Army, 
which cannot fail to inſure the Safety of the 
Coaſt, Honour to the Troops, and Advan- 
tage to their King and Country. 
By the Military Arrangements publiſhed in 
the General Orders of Government, the 16th 
of April 1786, the Officers, Non-com- 
miſſiuned Officers and Privates of the ſeveral 
Corps compoſing the Army of the Honorable 
Company, have been limited to a fixed 
Eſtabliſhment, which can neither be diminiſb- 
ed nor encreaſed during the Peace, without 
ſpecial Orders from Europe. But as the 
paſting of off cers and Non-commiſſioned 
Oicers 
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Officers for Parade or Action, has not yet 
been ſufficiently explained, the interior Ar- 
rangements of Companies defined, nor the 
Principles for directing the Movements of 
Corps illuſtrated, the Commander in Chief 
has formed the following Regulations for that 
Purpoſe; and directs, that they may be 
Bencęforthb obſerved as Standing Orders for 
the Honorable Company's Troops on this 
Conſt, fo long as he has the Honor to Com- 
mand them, | | 


It muſt nevertheleſs be underſtood, that as 
Joon as the Battalions are perfect in the Evo- 
lutions and Firings eſtabliſhed by theſe Re- 
gulations, the Commanding Officers of Corps 
may occaſionally practice whatever can im- 
prove the general Syſtem, and report the 
fame to the Commander in Chief, who will 
be happy at all times to receive their Ideas, 
and to encourage every ſolid Improvement.

FI HE Honorable Company's Cavalry are to ob- 


ſerve two Arrangements in ſorming. The one 
for Parade, te other for Action. As the Regiments 
of Native Cavalry are to act as Light Dragoons, each

inz every Reſource which can enable it to Form, 
and Fight, either in concert with, or indepen- 
cently of any other: a Troop or Squadron is hence- 
{cith to de underſtood as the ſame diviſion of tie

A Troop of Native Cavalry on the preſent Eftablifh- 
ment conſiſts of 1 European Subaltern, 1 European 
Serjeant, 1 Subidar. 3 Jemidars, 4 Havildars, 4 
Naigues, 1 Trumpeter, 1 Farrier, and 68 Privates. 


But as this Eſtabliſhment contains ten Privates 
more than are neceſtary to form a juſt. Arrangement of 
Files for actual Service including two Privates in each 
'T roop for Caſualties, and as it is probable that the 
eight-Supernumarics of cach 'I roop will be draughted 
as a Foundation to form the fifth Regiment upon, the 
following Arrangements are made on preſumption 
that the Number of Privates in each Troop will be 
bo, and that thoſe who are to form in Parade will be

The Troop is always to draw up in two Ranks and 
Men to form cloſe to each other, without touching.

Whenever a Troop is ordered to form in Parade, Plate 1ft. 


the Ranks are to be at Open Order, or at a Diſtance 
from each other equal to Half the Front of the Troop. 
The European Serjeant in the Front Rank, and a 
Havildar in the Rear Rank, makes the Center of the 
1 roop, whereby it is divided into two Diviſions, con- 
ſiſting of üxteen File each, including the Havildar's 
File on the outer Flanks, and the Naigue's Files next 
to the Center in the Front Rank. Two Naigues 
occupy the outer Flanks of the Rear Rank. Each 
Divition to be told off, into four Sub-divitions of four 
File each, The Trumpeter draws up, on the Right 
of the Troop, and the Farrier on the Left. The 
European Subaltern takes his Station three Horſes 
length in the Front of the Center of the "Troop, and 
the Subidar in the Rear oppoſite to the Center of the 
7] roop, the Diſtance of a Horſe's length from the 
Rear Rank. The three Jemidars draw up in a Line, 
at the Diſtance of one Horſe's length before the Front 
Rani of the Troop.

The Arrangements of Naigues and Privates for 
Action or Manceuvres, differs in no Reſpe& from that 
fettled for the Parade. The Rear Rank cloſes to the 
Front, to the Diſtance of three Yards or a Horſe's 
length, and is to preſerve that Diſtance in charging 
and in executing all it's Mancuvres. The European 
Serjeant iri the Center of the Front Rank reins back 
and takes his Station in the Center of the Rear Rank, 
and the Havildar, in the Center of the Rear Rank, 
moves from that Station to the Left of the Rear Rank 
to complete the third Jemidars File on the Left Flank 
of the Troop. The Havildar on the Right of the Front 
Rank, reins back to the Right of the Rear Rank, to 
complete the ſecond Jemidars File on the Right Flank. 
The Trumpeter and Farrier on the Right and Left of 
the Troop take their Stations a Horfe's length from the 
Rear Rank oppoſite to the Center of the Right and 
Left Hand Half Diviſions of the Troop. The firit Jemi- 
dar reins back and occupies the Station left by the 
European Serjeant in the Center of the Front Rank, 
and the fecond and third Jemidars take poſt on the 
Right and Left of the Havildars of the Front Rank. 


The European Officer Commanding the Troop reins 


back within a Horſe's length of the firſt Jemidar in 
the Front Rank, and the Subdidar cloſes up to the 
Rear of the Froop te preſerve his original Station at a 
Horſe's length from the Rear Rank. By this Arrange · 
ment the Troop is in complete Order for Manceuvre- 
ing or charging, and has every proper Means for direct- 
ing the Line of March, either to the Front or Rear.

CAVALRY. 

A Regiment of Native Cavalry conſiſts of fix 
Troops, or Squadrons, without the Diſtinction of 
Grenadier Troops, as it is intended that all the Troops 
in the ſame Regiment, ſail be kept as equal as poſſi- 
ble in good Men and Horſes. Each Troop to be 
numbered from the Right; the firſt "Troop, being the 
Right Iroop, and the Gch the Left. 


Whenever the Regiment is ordered to form in Pa- 
rade the Troops draw up in a Line agreeable to the 
Order Settled for a iunvle Troop in Parade; preſerving 
an Interval equal to fix yards between each T reop. 
The Field Pieces attached to tie Cavalry draw up 
on the Right and Left Flank of the Regiment; tle 
Artillery Laſcars forming in a Line with the Front 
Rank the full Extent of the Drag Ropes, which they 
hold in their hands. Two European Artillery Men 
draw up on the the Right of the Laſcars and two on 
the Left, dreſſing with the Front Rank, and the Non- 
Commiſſioned Officer attached to the Regimental 
guns takes poſt in the rear oppoſite to the Center of 
tne Right Field Piece, dreſſing with the Rear Rank. 
The Commanding Officer of the Regiment takes his 
Station one Horſe's length in Front of the Line of 
European Officers, and oppoſite to the Center Troop 
of the Regiment, that is to ſay, the third Troop, which 
is the Troop of Diſtinction. The Adjutant forms in a 
Line with the European Officers, about one Horſe's 
length on the right of the firſt Troop, and the Quar- 
Maſter, in the ſame manner, takes poſt on the Left of 
the ſixth 'I'roop. The Native Adjutant forms in a

If there be ſupernumary Files belonging to any of

ORDER of BATTLE for a REGIMENT of 
NATIVE CAVALRY. 


The Order of Battle for a Regiment of Native 
Cavalry differs in no reſpect from that ſettled for 
Parade, as far as relates to the Situation or place of the 
feveral Troops. The Rear Rank cloſes within a 
Horic's length of the Front Rank, and the Officers of 
each 1 roop take poſt in the Manner directed for a 
Troop in Action. The Intervals between each Froop 
arc in all reſpects the ſame. The Commandant reins 
back within three Hoſes length from the Front Rank. 
The European Adjutant takes his Station in the Rear 
oppoſite to the Center of the Right Wing, at the diſ- 
tance of a Horſe's length from the Rear Rank, and the 
Native Adjutant oppoſite to the Center of the Left 
Wing. The Field Pieces form with the Front Rank, 
and the Laſcars dieſs in the ſame line, the full extent 
of the Drag Ropes: The European Artillery men 

take 
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take their proper Stations at the Guns for Action. 
All the Trumpeters are to draw up in Line in the Rear 
of the Center of the Regiment, and the Farriers as a 
ſecond Line in their Rear. Should there be ſupernu- 
mary Files belonging to the different Troops they are 
to be applied to the purpoſes of ſupplying Deficiencies, 
Skirmiſhing, or as Flankers on the March.

HE Battalions of Infantry are to obſerve two 

Arrangements in forming ; the one for Parade, 
the other for Action. They are to form two deep, 
preſerving a ſpace of 6 inches between the Files. The 
Ranks are to be at three paces diſtance for Open Order, 
and one pace for Cloſe Order, the general Arrangement 
for Evolutions or Firings. The Military pace is 
eſtimated at two Feet four Inches. 

Companies are the leaſt Diviſions of a Battalion that 
have a regular Eſtabliſhment of Officers, Non-Com- 
miſſioned Officers &c. whaſe peculiar Arrangement 
and interior Policy render them ſo complete, that the; 
are fit to act either in concert with, or independently 
of each other. "Their eſtabliſhed Arrangement ſhould 
therefore be ſtrictly preſerved, and the abſurd Practice 
of removing Officers of a compleat Battalion, from 


one Company to another, when Troops are to execute 


their Firings, muſt be exploded, The leſs occaſion 
there is to alter the Situation of Officers and Non- Com- 
miſſioned Officers in the Field, the leſs time is loſt in 
preparation, and it is certain that diſpetch is the Soul or 
Action,

The Arrangement of Rank and File for Action plate 2d. 
differs in no reſpect from that ſettled for the Parade. 
The Rear Rank cloſes to the Front, the Drum and 
Fife draw up three paces in the Rear, and oppoſite to 
the Center of the Company. The Captain takes 
poſt on the Right of the Front Rank, for the purpoſe 
of Commanding the Right Platoon; and the Lieu- 
tenant on the Left of the Front Rank to Command 
the Left Platoon; The Enſign takes Poſt 3 paces in 
the rear oppoſite to the Center of the right Platoon; 
and a Serjeant in the ſame line oppoſite to the Center 
of the left Platoon, for the purpoſe of completing the 
Files of the Right and Left Platoons in Action. By 
this Diſpoſition the Company is ready to perſorm its 
Firings; and the Situation of the Officers and Non- 
Commiſſioned Officers, varies in no Shape from 
what is neceſſary for Marching and Manceuvreing ; 
excepting, that in ſuch cafes, the Enſign will move 
up to the Right of the Rear Rank, to complete the

Whenever a Battalion of European Infantry draws 
up in Parade, the Intervals between the Battalion 


Companies 
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Companies muſt be four paces, for the Admiſſion of 
the Officers on each Flank, fo that the Companies may 


be ready at all times to execute the Firings and Ma- 
nœuvres with Alacrity. 


The Colour Reſerve occupies the Center of the 
Battalion, and the Battalion Companies thus formed 
are to be numbered from Right to Left; No 1. being 
the Right Company of the Battalion, and No. 6. the 
Left Company: The Grenadiers are to be conſidered 
as Companies which may either act in concert with the 
Battalion Companies or upon detached Scrvices, 
without impeding the Diſpoſition or the order of Firing 
eſtabliſhed for the Battalion Companies in Action: 
Whenever they are with the Battalion they are to be 
included in the Number of Companies arranged from 
Right to Left; that is to ſay, the 1ft. Grenadier 
Company in ſuch Caſe becomes the 1ſt. Company, 
and the 2d. Grenadier Company the 8th. Company. 


Grand Diviſions are alſo to be numbered from 
Right to Left, the firſt and ſecond Battalion Com- 
panies make the firſt Grand Diviſion, the third and 
fourth the ſecond Grand Diviſions, and fifth and ſixth 
the third Grand Diviſion: But if the Grenadier Com- 
panies are with the Battalion, the firſt Grenadier 
Company and the firſt Battalion Company make the 
firſt Grand Diviſion ; the ſecond and third Battalion 
Companies the ſecond Grand Diviſion; the fourth and 
fifth Battalion Companies the third Grand Diviſion; 
and the ſixth Battalion Company and ſecond Grenadier's 
the tourth Grand Diviſion.

Captains of Companies on the Right Wing take poſt 
on the right of their Companies, and thoſe on the Left 
Wing, on the left of their Companies.

Companies. If the Battalion Guns are to be worked 
by Europeans, the Artillery men are to draw up on the 
Right and Left of each Gun in a Line with the Front 
Rank of the Battalion, the full extent of the Drag 
Ropes, which they are to hold in their hands; but 


if the Battaton Guns are to be worked by Laſcars, and 


a ſmall proportion of Europeans for the purpoſe of 
directing the Artillery with effect in Action, and for 
preſerving the Stores from Waſte and Embezzlement, 
the Diſpoſition ſettled for the Field Artillery of Native 
Battalions will then be adopted. The firſt Company 
of Grenadiers draw up on the Right of the Right Field 
Piece, and the ſecond Grenadier Company on the Left 
cf the Left Field Piece. If the Battalion has no Field 
Picces attached to it, the Intervals between the Bat- 
talion Companies and the Grenadiers may be limited 
to ſix paces each. 


Whenever the Caſualties of a Battalion are ſuch as 
to make a conſiderable difference in the Effective 
Strength of each Company, the whole Companies of 
the Battalion muſt be levelled or reduced to an equality 
of Numbers, that the Fire of all may be equally ſtrong, 


the Movements regular, and their Formations executed 
in the ſame Period of time.

File of the Colour Reſerve. The Senior Enſign with 
the Union Flag in the Front Rank, and the Fife Major 
in the Rear Rank complete the File on the Right of the 
Center. The next Enſign in Seniority with the 
Honorable Company's Colours in the Front Rank, 
and the Drum Major in the Rear Rank, complete the 
File on the Left of the Center. One File of Lance 
Corporals on the Right, and one File of Lance Cor- 
porals on the Left complete the Files on the Right and 
Left of the Colours: Theſe Corporals carry their 
Arms advanced, with fixed Bayonets. When the 
Battalion is formed for the Review, the Enſigns carrying 
the Colours move out in Front of the Reſerve, and

PARADE of a BATTALION of NATIVE 
IN ANTE Y; 


Whenever a Battalion of Native Infantry draws up 
in Parade, the Intervals between the Battalion Com- 
panics muſt be four Paces, for the Admiſſion of the 
turopean Subaltern and Subidar on the Right and Left 
Flank cf each Company, ſo that the whole may be 
ready at all times to execute their Fireings and 
Mancuvres with Alacrity. 


Ihe Colour Reſerve occupies the Center of the 
Battalion; and the Battalion Companies form upon 
the Right and Leſt of the Reſerve according to Senio- 
rity, ſo that the Senior Subalterns ſhall be towards the 
Flanks of the Battalion, and the Battalion Companies 
thus formed are to be numbered from Right to Leſt; 
Nc, 1 beinz the Right Company of the Battalion and 
No. 6 the Leſt Company. The Grenadiers are to be 
conſidered as Companies Which may eicher act in con- 
cert with the Pittalion Companics cr upon detachee 

Services 
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Services without impeding the Diſpoſition or the Order 
of Fireings eſtabliſhed for the Battalion Companies in 
Action. Grand Diviſions are alſo to be numbered 
from Right to Left, firſt and ſecond Battalion Compa- 
nies make thefirit Grand Diviſion; the third and fourth 
the ſecond Grand Diviſion, and the fifth and ſixth the 
uürd Grand Diviſion z but if the Grenadier Com- 
varies are with the Battalion, the ſame Arrangement of 
Grand Diviſions ordered tor the European Battalion 
will take place in this. Companies on the Right of 
tte Colours compoie the Right Wing and thoſe on the 


Left of the Colours the Left Wing. 


Officers Commanding Companies on the Right 
Wing take poſt on the Right of their Companies, and 
thoſe of the Leſt Wing on the Left of their Companies. 
T he Field Artillery draw up on the Right and Left of 
the Battalion Companies ; the Artillery Laſcars dreſs- 
ing in a Line with the Front Rank, the full extent of 
the Drag Ropes ; two European Artillery Men draw 
up on the Rignt of the Laſcars and two upon the Left, 
drefting witu the Front Rank of the Battalion; and 
the Non- commiſſioned Oſſicer attached to the Battalion 
Guns takes poſt in the Rear oppoſite to the Center of 
the right Field Piece, dreſſing with the Serjeants of the 
Regiment. The firſt Company of Grenadiers draw 
up on the right of the right Field Piece, and the ſecond 
Company of Grenadiers on the Left of the Left Field 
Piece. If the Battalion has no Field Pieces attached 
to it, the Intervals between the Battalion Companies 
and the Grenadiers may be limited to ſix Paces each. 


The Captain Commandant takes poſt three Paces in 
Front of the Line of Officers and oppoſite to the Cen- 


ter 
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ter of the Battallion. The Adjutant takes poſt in a 
Line with the Officers in Front of the Battalion, three 
Paces on tie right of the firſt Company of Grenadiers. 
The Surgeon's Aſſiſtant in a Line with the Officers 
three Paces on the Right of the Right Battalion Com- 
pany, and the Black Doctor in a Line with tae Front 


Kank and immediat ly behind the Surgeon's Aſiſtant. 


COLOUR RESERVE for a BATTALION of 
NATIVE INFANTRY. 


The Coulour Reſerve of a Battalion of Native In- 
fantry is compoſed of five File in the following manner. 
The Serjeant Major in the Front Rank and the Drill 
Serieant in the Rear Rank complete the Center File of 
the Colour Reſerve. The Senior Jemidar with the 
Union Flag in the Front Rank, and the Fife Major in 
the Rear Rank complete the File on the Right of the 
Eenter, and the next Jemicar in Seniority with the 
Honorable Company's ] lag in the Front Rank, and 
tne Drum Major in the Rear Rank complete the File 
on the Left of the Center; one File of Lance Corpo- 
rals on the Right, and one File of Lance Corporals on 
the Left complete the Files on the Right and Left of 


the Colours, "Theſ: Ccrporals carry their Arms ad- 


vanced with fixed Bayonets. When the Battalion is 
formed for the Review, the Jemidars carrying the Co- 
lours move out to the Front of the Reſerve and dreſs in 
a Line with the Officers, and the Commandant takes 
poſt three Paces in Front of the Line of Officers op- 
polite to the Center of the Colour Reſerve. 


ORDER 
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ORDER of BATTLE for a BATTALION of 
NATIVE INFANTRY. ; 


The Order of Battle for a Battalion of Native Infan- 
try differs in no Reſpect from that ſettled for the Parade, 
as far as relates to the Situation and Place of Com- 
panies. The Rear Rank cloſes to the Front, and the 
Officers and Havildars of Companies take poſt in the 
Manner directed for Companies in Actioi.. The 
Intervals between the Companies as well as thoſe for 
the Colour Reſerve and the Artillery, are likewiſe in all 
Reſpects the ſame as that eſtabliſhed for the Parade. 
The Captains or Officers commanding the Pattalion 
takes poſt ten Paces in the Rear of the Colour Reſerve 
and muſt be at all times in readineſs to move to any 
part of the Battalion where his Preſence may be ne- 
cellary in directing the Manceuvres, forming the Line, 
or in reſtoring good Order and Confidence where 
Accidents or Difficulties preſent themſelves; and the 


Adjutant three Paces in the Rear, and oppoſite to the 
Center of the Colour Reſerve, in Readineſs to aſſiſt 
the Commandant in all the neceſſary Movements of the 
Battalion. The Surgeon's Aſſiſtant and Black Doc- 
tor take their Stations 100 Paces in the Rear or in any 
Flace of Security to which the Doclies may readily 
carry the wounded, 


ARRANGEMENT for a BRIGADE of 
NATIVE INFATRY. 


A Brigade of Native Infantry agreeable to the Peace 
Eſtadlihment, conſiſts of 6 Battalions of Sepoys 
1 Company 
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i: Company of European Artillery for directing the 


Artillery in Action, and 4 Companies of Laſcars for 
dragging and working the Guns. 

Whenever ſix Battalions of Native Infantry are 
orcered to form in Brigade, the Battalions draw up in 
Line, according to ſeniority; the ſenior Battalions on 
the Flanks, and the junior towards the Center. 
Three Battalions on the Right compoſe the Right 
Wing; and three on the Left the Left Wing. If the 
Brigade is to act as a diſtinct Corps the fix Grenadier 
Companies of the Right Wing are to be formed into a 
Battalion to cover the Right of the Brigade, and the 
ſix Grenadier Companies of the Left Wing into a 
Battalion to cover the Left of the Brigade; by which 
Means the Brigade will be formed into eight complete 


Battalions: that is to ſay, fix Battalions of Battalion 


Men, and two Battalions of Grenadiers, conſiſting of 


ſix Companies each. The Grenadiers thus formed 
are to have two Field Pieces attached to each Battalion 
with a T umbril to every Field Piece; and diſtinguiſh- 
ed Officers will be apppointed to command the Batta- 
lions of Grenadiers. 


INTERIOR ARRANGEMENTS, 


The Alacrity of a Corps depends upon the interior 
Arrangements eſtabliſhed for the Companies or 'T roups 
compoſing it. If theſe are neglected the Dutics of the 
Camp and Garriſon will be performed in a floven!y 
Manner, and that Spirit of Emulation which is ſo ne- 


ceſſary in promoting the particular Exertions of tie 
Cheers 
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Oficers and Noa Commiſſioned Officers will be fa- 
criſiced to the Habits of general Inatteation and Indo- 
lence. To remove tie bad Conſequences which 
might reſult from the want of interior Arrangements, 
the following Regulations for a Troop or Company 
are henceforth to be ſtrictly obſerved, 


Captains or Officers commanding Troops or Com- 
panies are to be reſponſible to the Officers comman- 
ding the Regiment or Battalion to which they belong, 
for the Military Appearance of their reſpective Troops 
or Companies. The Senior Subaltern in European 
Corps, or the Subidar in Native Corps is to take 
Charge of the Non Commilioned Officers and Pri- 
vates of the Right Platoon or Diviſions of the Troop 
or Company, an to be reſponſible to the Captain for 
their Alacrity and Military appearance: the junior 
Subaltern in European Corps, or the Senior Jemidar 
of Native Corps is in like Manncr to take charge of, 
and be reſponſible for the Alacrity and Military appea- 
rance of the Non Commiſſioned Officers and Privates 
of the Left Platoon. The Front and Rear Rank of 
each Platoon are to be conſidered as two ſeparate 
Squads, under the immediate charge of the Serjcants 
and Corporals belonging to them, who are to be reſ- 
ponſible to the Officer commanding the Platoon for the 
Alacrity and Military Appearance of the Men entruſted 
to their Care. The Serjeant and Corporal of each 
Rank or Squad is to have a Size Roll of the Men of 
their particular Squads, ſo as to be able to draw them up 
in regular Order at any Hour of the Night in caſe of 
an Alarm; and every Rank may be ſormed into one 


or 


. 
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or more Meſſes according to the effective Strength of 


the Company, Two of the moſt deſerving Soldiers 
of each Company are to be advanced to the Rank of 
Lance Corporals or Naigues for the purpoſe of ſupply- 
ing the firſt Vacancies among the Corporals. Officers 
canmot be too ſcrupulous in their Selection of ſuch 
Men, becauſe their own Reputation muſt often der end 
upon their Conduct, 


In Quarters the Non Commiſſioned Officers are to 
take Care that the Men of their reſpective Ranks are 
quiet and orderly; that no Drunkenneſs be tolerated 
that Licentiouſneſs be checked, and every Act of 
meritorious Conduct rewarded, Juſtice is the Parent 
of ſtrict Obedience, and an upright Diſcrimination of 
gdod and bad Actions give Luftre to her Deciſions. 


Fvery Corps is to have it's General Parade, and 
each Troop or Company diſtin Ground to form 
upon, before it is commanded to march and unite in 
Battalion. Whenever the Troops are ordered for 
Parade or Service, the Serjeant or Corporal, or Ha- 
vilder and Naigue of the Front and Rear Rank of 
each Platoon, are to turn out their Men with Alacrity 
and ſorm them according to the Size Rolls of their 
reſpective Ranks, they are to examine minutely the 
State of their Arms, Dreſs, Accoutrements and Amu— 
nition; to ſee that they are clean, properly fitted, 
and in every Reſpect complete for immediate Service. 
Wen the Company is formed, Officers in charge of 
Platoons are to examine the Men of their reſpective 
Ranks, report chem when ready to the Captain or 

Officer

Officer commanding the Company, who, if ſatisfied 
with their Appearance, will lead them oft to the 
Regimental Parade. 


By theſe Arrangements the Ofcers and Non Com- 
miſſioned Officers of a Company will have their Par- 
ticular Duties aſſigned to diem; all be entitled to in- 
ſpect and improve; every inferior will become an 
Aſſiſtant to his Superior; and the Corps will obtain 
the Habits of good Order, Preciſion and Alucrity; 
than which nothing can reflect more Honor to the 
Officer commanding it. 


M AR HIN G. 


A Battalion ought to practice three Meaſures of 
Time in Marching. The flow Step for the Parade, 
quick Step for the Road or manceuvreing, and the 
running Step for the purpoſe of charging an Enemy 
or anticipating their Intentions, by laying hold of any 
advantageous Spot that may happen to be within reach 
of the Battalion, 


The Parade or Slow March is limited to 50 Steps 
in a Minute, and the quick March to 120 Steps in a 
Minute. It is however of the utmoſt Conſequence 
in either Caſe, that the Men ſhouid ſtep out freely, 
ſo as to gain as much Grund as poſithie in the ſhot- 
teſt Period of time. One of the grœateſt Errors in the 
preſent Diſcipline of the Coaſt Infantry ie, that the 


Men are ſuffered to practice a ſuort confined Step, 


which although regularly exec uted, reuders the 
Movements of a Dattalion Slow, Heavy and Liſcleſs.

Although 
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Although Practice and Perſeverance may in a con- 
fiderable Degree direct the Soldiers to a mechanical 
knowledge of the different Meaſures of Time; yet 
Preciſion can only be acquired by the determinate 


Notes of Muſic, and it is only by ſuch Aſſiſtance, 
that Men can ſoon perform the fame ſtep with uni- 


formity. 


With reſpect to the running Step it's Meafure of 
time is too rapid to admit of its being accompanied 
with Muſic, and muſt therefore be regulated accord- 
ing to the Object in View when the Battalion is or- 


dered to advance with that Degree of Velocity. 


Excluſive of the direct Step which is applicable to 
all Movements, made in the Direction to which the 
Troops are fronted, the Battalion ought to practice 


the Oblique Step for the purpoſe of advancing and 
gaining Ground to cither Flank.

The Parade Step being ſettled at the rate of 70 to 
one minute; and the quick mauceuvreing Step 120 to 
one Minute. The flow Marches of a Corps ought to 
limited to 70 Bars in a Minute, and the quick 
Marches to 120 in a Minute. The Fife and Drum 


ſhould therefore practice thoſe Meaſures of Time and 
no others. : 
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Evolutions which fall readily into each otter 
without the neceſſity of countermarching the Com- 
panies 
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pantes, or halting and forming the Line to introduce 
a ſubſequent Manoeuvre are founded on the beſt 
Principles of Tactics: The more completely the origi- 
nal Order of Men and Officers are preſerved, in the 
ſeveral Ranks aſſigned to them for Action, the more 
perfect the Syſtem adopted for the Manceuvres. | 


All Battalions are to perform their Evolutions by 


Companies, becauſe they are the leaſt diviſible parts 
that are complete, in a regular Eſtabliſhment of 
Otficers, Non-commiſſioned Officers and Privates; 
iu ficient to enable them to act in concert with, or in- 
dependently of each other, and as it is a Maxim found- 
ed on Experience, taat the Difficulties which the 
Companies meet with in paſſing Diſtricts covered with 
Rocks, Pits, Woods, or other Obſtacles are in proportion 
to the Extent of Front oppoſed to thole obltructions 
the Companies of a Battalion ought to March in Files, 
except when the Enemy is within Gun-ihot, and the 
Battalion is commanded to advance in Line for Action. 


Officers commanding Battalions are always to lead 
the firſt Diviſion of their Battalions to the new Line of 
Arrangement. Officers commanding Companics 
are to lead their Company into the ſame Line of Direc- 
tion and to preſerve their proper Intervals to form 
upon. Officers in the Rear of Companies are reſponſi- 
ble that their Files are kept up in cloſe and compact Ore 
der on the March. | 


MOVEMENTS 
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MOVEMENTS of a BATTALION and the 
MANNER of F ORMING and DRESSING 
in LINE. 


A Battalion can advance or retreat in a Line either 
by Companies arranged in Ranks, or by Companies 
arranged in Columns of Files the full Extent of the Bat-. 
talion. The former is only applicable to Countries not 
interrupted with Obſtacles, or to the near approach of 
an Enemy's Force when the Battalion is ordered to form 
in Line for Action. The latter is happily adapted to 
every deſcription of Ground, and indeed is the only 
certain method of paſting over rugged Diſtricts with 
Eaſe and Regularity. 


Battalions Marching by Companies in Columns of 
Files, can never fail to maintain their full Extent in 
Line if Officers are but commonly Attentive in pre- 
ſerving their proper Intervals on the March; neither 
can any Inconvenience ariſe, in forming the Line ex- 
peditiouſly; becauſe the Depth of the Battalion from 
Front to Rear is no more than the Depth of a Com- 


pany Marching in Files, which requires but thirty 
Seconds of Time in forming. 


In all progreſſive or retrograde Movements of a 
Battalion in Line; the Companies are to dreſs by the 
Colour Reſerve; Companies next the Colours will be 
the firſt to form, and . dreſs by the Colours; and all 
the other Companies from the Center to the Flanks, | 
will in like Manner take up their ſeveral Arran gements 

in Succeſſion. But whenever the Battalion is under 
the neceſſity of changing it's Front on a particular

Company of either Wing all the Companies are to 
dreſs by that Diviſion or Company, on which the 
Battalion is commanded to take up the new Line ot 
Direction. The Commandant of the Battalion is to 


direct every new Line of March, or change of P oſi- 
tion in the Battalion. 


When many Corps are in Line either as a Brigade 
or Diviſion of the Army, and the Movement of the 
Line is of a central Nature, the Battalions are to dreſs 
by the Colours of that Corps which is fixed upon to 
commence the Central Movement: But if the Line is 
to move by its right oi left Flank, to take up a new 


Poſition, the Battalions are to dreſs by that Corps 


which is formed for the purpoſe of giving a new direc- 
tion to the Line. 


When a Battalion or Regiment has nearly arrived at 


it's proper Ground, the Commanding Officer, ought 
to conduct the leading Company to the new. Line of 
Direction, and the Adjutant ſhould place himſelf at the 
farther extremity of the Ground which the Corps will 
occupy in Line, as a Mark for all the other Companies 
to arrange themſelves between him and the firſt Com- 
pany formed. 


If the Regiment or Battalion is ordered to perform a 
Progreflive or retrograde Movement in Line the Ser- 
jeant Major and Drill Serjeant occupying the Center of 
of the Colour Reſerve, will direct the March by two 
determined Objects in Front or Rear in as ſtraight a 
Line as poſhble. And the Officers commanding 
Companies are to take the utmoſt Care to preſerve 
their proper Intervals from their Colour Reſerve, thatthe 
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Men ſhall not be more crouded or open in their Files, 
than what is ſettled for the Eſtabliſhed Order of form- 
ing. If the Battalion is ordered to advance by Com- 
panies in Columns of Files, the Colour Reſerve will 
proceed by a central Movement. The Serjeant Major 
and Drill Serjeant who direct the Line of March, will 
advance upon the given Line of Direction accompanied 
by the right and left files of the Colours and the right 
and left Files of Lance Corporals will follow the right 
and left Files of the Colours. 4 
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If the Battalion is ordered to the right about and to 
march to the Rear by Companies in Columns of 
Files, the Serjeant Major will change his Situation 
with the Drill Serjeant and both the Colour Files 
will countermarch to the Rear fo that the Colours 
ſhall again lead the Reſerve and Act as a Mark for the 
leading Files of Companies to dreſs by, in procee- 
ding to the Rear. 


If the Regiment or Battalion is ordered to advance 
or retire by Companies in Files, the Leader of each 
Company muſt pay the utmoſt Attention to preſerve 
ſufficient Intervals between their reſpective Companies, 
and to dreſs in Line with the Colours or the Leader of 
any Company fixed upon, as the Company of Direc- 
tion for the Battalion to move by. On the Battalion 
being ordered to halt, the Leaders of Companies mult 
inſtantly correct their Situation in the Line, for if the 
Battalion ſhou!d be ordered to form, theſe leading 
Files will beceme the Pivots, upon which the Com- 
panies are to form; and if they are correct, the Line 
will certainly be accurately arranged. 


Whenever 
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Whenever a Battalion is ordered to form in Line 
from Companies marching in Files, the Companies 
are not to wheel, but to move up to the Line briſxly 
by Files, and to dreſs by the leading File or Pivot of 
the Company. In the Execution cf this Movement, 
the Companies muſt on no account face that Side to 
which they are to form; becauſe the Movement is 
better executed by the File leaders moving up to the 
Line without facing either to the Right or Leſt of the Po- 
ſition in which they formerly ſtood; the Rear Rank Men 
in this Caſe, follow their File Leacers with Alacrity. 

If the Battalion Marches in Columns of Companics 
from the Right and is to form to the Left, the Leſt 
File of each Company becomes the Pivot to form by, 
and muſt be correctly dreſſed by the Left File of the 
preceding Company; the reverie will take Place if the 
Battalion has Marched by Companies in Column fron 
the Left and is to form to the Right. The Commandant 
of each Battalion is to give the Point of Direction to 
the Pivots and to ſee that it is ſtrictly and minutely 
attended to. Should the Direction be changed on the 
March each Pivot File will take up the new 
Line of Direction on it's reaching the Point at which 
tae change took place; and when Oſicers commanding 
Companies cannot hear this Word cf Command, they 
are to follow the Movements cf the Company ized 
upon as the Company of Direction. 
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PASSING OBSTACLES: 


If the Battalion during it's March in Line by Com- 
pamies in Ranks, ſhould meet with any Tanks, Pits, 
Rocks or Buildings &c. the Diviſions oppoſed to ſuch 
Obſtacles, muſt halt, and if on the Right of the Batta- 
lion proceed by their Left Flanks in File round the 
Left of thoſe Obſtacles; if on the Left of the Batta- 
lion, the broken Diviſions will March by their Right 
Flanks to the Right of thoſe Obſtacles and unite im- 
mediately with the Line whenever the Obſtacles are 
paſſed. But if the Battalion is Marching in Line, by 
Companics in Columns of Files, thoſe Column's 
by their contracted Fronts, and ficxibility, will paſs the 
Obſtacles, without diſplacing a iingle Man from the 
original Order aſſigned to him in the Ranks, and when 
the Obſtacles are paſſed; the leaders of Columns will 
again regain their proper Intervals in the Line.

The Pattalion muſt always advance briſkly before 
it is ordered to execute it's Firings, and halt for the 
purpoſe of Firing, By tnis means the Companies 
will be enabled to throw in a very heavy diſcharge in a 
given Period of Time and maintain it with Briixnets 
and Stability. 

All Firings are to be perſormed ſtanding, and 
Oſhcers muſt be particularly attentive in directing 
their Mien to jevel weil at the Object they Fire upon; 
whcther it is to the Front, Eight or Left, or above or 

blow 


Ws. 


below the level of the Horizon. The Battalion muſt 
alſo be accuitomed with equal Facility to fire and 
Charge with tie Front or Rear Rank next to the 
Enemy: The Guard of the Colour Reſerve is never 


to fire. 


The Batallion is to practice three Modes of Firing; 
by Diviſions, which is uſed in Battle with leſs Succeſs 
then is generally underitood; By Ranks, which is 
practiſed againſt Cavalry, or for the Defence of Mi- 
litary Poſts; and by Files, which although in little 
Eſtimation with Parade Officers, is nevertheleſs well 
ſuited for Action, and moſt ſimilar to that which ac- 
tually taxes place Gn Service. 

Notwithſtanding the preſent Move of performing 
the Firings by Platoons and Companies has a good 

rect on the Parade, and aniwers the purpoſe ci 
ſhewing the ſteavineſs and Regularity of the men, 
yet the time loſt in performing a ſingle Revoiution, 
of all the Diviſions, and the very inadequate Propor- 
tion of Fire diſplayed in a given Period of time from 
tie Number of Platoons and Companics compoſing a 
Battalion, renders it but ul calculated for Action. 
4 ne firing of Plitoons and Companies may however 
be greatly improved, if the Right hand Platoons cf all 
the Companies will fire in ſucceiſion fiom Right to 
Leſt, agreeably to the uſual Time preſcribed for Pla- 
toon Firings. As ſoon as the right hand Platoon of 
ach Company has loaded, fte left Flatoon will fire, 
and vice verſa. when the left Flatcon has loaded the 
ht Platoon will fire: Officers commanding Con- 
panies have no occaſion therefore to regard the Fire 
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of any other Platoons than their own, but continue 
with the utmoſt Diſpatch to fire and load their Pla- 
toons alternately until the General is beat for the 
whole to ceaſe, By this Means the Platoon firings 
will be kept up as inceſſantly as Men can Prime and 
Load, and one Half of the Battalion will be conſtantly 
kept in reſerve, 


If the Firings are to take Place from the left of the 
Pattalion, the left Hand Platoons of each Company in 
Succeſſion from the left, will fire; and when they 
have loaded, the Right Hand Platoons will fire in the 
Manncr already mentioned. If the Grenadier Com- 
panies are with the Battalion and that the Companies 
are ordered to fire by i latoons from Right to left; 
the Right Platoon of the firſt Company of Grenadiers 
will commence. If the Companies ordered to fire by 
Platoons from the left to the right of the Battalion, 
the left Platoon of the ſecond Company of Grenadiers 


will commence. 


If an inceſſant Fire is to be kept up by Companies 
from Right to left of the Battalion; it may be perfor- 
med in like Manner by the Right Hand Companies 
of Grand Diviſions hring in Succeſſion from Right to 
left. As ſoon as the Right Hand Company of each 
Grand Diviſion has loaded, the left Company will 
fire; and vice verſa when the leſt hand Company has 
loaded, the right will fire. If the Grenadier Com- 
panies are with the Battalion the Companies will form 
four Grand Diviſions, but if they are not with the 
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Battalion the Companies can form but three Grand 
Diviſions. 


If the Battalion is attacked by a large Body of 
Horſe on the Plain, it is to form the Square or Ob- 
long, Halt and face outwards. Should the Horſe 
approach within the Diſtance of 300 yards, the Bat- 
talion Guns with a well directed fire of Grape or 
Caſe Shot will in all probability keep them at Bay: 
if however from ſuperior Numbers or the intoxi- 
cation of Bang they ſhould approach within the Diſ- 
tance of 100 yards, the Front Rank will make ready. 
If the Cavalry ſhouid ftill perſiſt in advancing to the 
diſtance of 60 yards, the Front Rank will preſent and 
and the Rear Rank make ready, Should the Cavalry 
fly off at this inſtant the Front Rank will recover and 
the Rear Rank ſhoulder; for it is of the firſt Impor- 
tance the men ſnould preſerve their Fire onthis Occaſion, 
If the Cavalry ſhould however perſiſt in advancing to the 
diſtance of 50 yards, the Front Rank will fre and 
fraize * the Eattalion, while the Rear Rank preſent, 
to repeat a ſecond Volley, If the Enemy fly off at this 
period, which is more than probable, the Rear Rank 
will Shoulder, and the Front Rank change Places with 
the Rear Rank who ſhould inſtantly load; but if they con- 
tinue to advance to the diſtance of 20 yards, the Rear 
Rank will ſire, and preſent a ſecond Line of Bayonets 
to the Charge over the Heads of the Front Rank.

The Battalion is moſt readily fraiſed, by the Front Rank dropping

It is ſcarcely probable that the Horſe of the Country 


Powers, will ever perſevere with ſo much Stubborneſs 
in their Charge, againſt the very ſerious Fire which the 
Artillery and Muſquetry of a Battalion thus formed 
will oppoſe to them; eſpecially. if the Troops are ſteady 
and fully determined to defend themſelves like Gallant 
Soldiers to the laſt extremity, 


The Battalion ought to have but one uniform Order 
of Firing by Files, namely from Right to Leſt of Com- 
panies or when the Companies are ſinall from Right to 
Left of Grand Diviſions. To reverſe or vary that order 
of Firing by Files, can only perplex the Soldiers, and 
be attended with no kind of Advantage on Service. 
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When the Battalion is ordered to fire by Files, the 
Right hand File of each Company is at the ſame inſtant 
to Make ready Freſent ] and Fire! when the firſt 
or Right hand File of each Company has preſented, 
the ſecond File will make ready; and when the firſt 
File has Fired the ſecond will preſent, and the third 
File make ready; and ſo on. 
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By this Means all the Files of each Company will 
fire in regular Succeſſion from Right to Left, and a 
ſufficient time will be given to the Firing of each File, 
to enable the firſt File to load and Shoulder, before the 
laſt File of the Company has fired; on which occaſion 
the firſt File of each Company will again commence 
and all the other Files follow in Succeſſion, the Fire 
revolving from Right to Left of each Company, inde- 
pencently of what may be practiſed by any other Com- 
pany in the Line; untill the General is beat for all 

Firings 
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Firings to ceaſe; on which occaſion, the Drums of 
every Company are to repeat the General aſter the Or- 
derly Drum of the Commandant. 


Firings by Platoons and Files according to the Prin- 
ciples here laid down are well calculated to maintain 
and prolong a cloſe Action untill ſome favorable event 
may determine the Fate of the day: Ifit ſhould how- 
ever happen, that the Ground in Front ſhould be 
acceſſible; and that the Battalion by a judicious Ma- 
nœuvre has either turned the Enemy's Flank, or got 
ſo near as to render a general Diſcharge effectual; the 
ſhorteſt road to victory is a Volley and a ſpirited onſet 
with the Bayonet. On this occaſion the Battalion will 
give a Military ſhout or Cheer, and ruth forward witn 
undaunted Fortitude, which cannot fail to ſecure ſuc- 
ceſs, and Immortalize their Names on the Records of 
Fame: The utmoſt Care muft however be obſerved, 
in not ſuffering the Companies to get into Diſorder.
